Various expe- 
dients were employed to restore res- 
piration. Finally a thrill of life was 
detected and soon the work of rescue 
was completed.

After Incident Was Over Child 
‘Said, ‘See! See!’ While 
Mamma Cried. 


Balancing himself on the pilot of a 
swiftly moving engine, Frank Smagel, a 
Wabash fireman, saved the life of 2- 
year-old Robert Skelton, who was play- 
ing on the railroad track 2 miles east 
of Ferguson and 10 miles from St. Louis 
riday afternoon. 

The child had wandered away from 
his home. He was not seen by the en- 
gineer or fireman. until the fast freight, 
traveling 35 miles an hour, was within 
200 yards of him. 

It was too late to stop the train, and 
the baby’s life must have been crushed 
out but for the quick and heroic ac- 
tion of Smagel. Engineer Thomas Gray 
first saw the child the big mogul 
swung around a sharp curve. 

“The kid,.”’ he cried, as he leaped to 
close his throttle. 

Smagel, leaning from the window on 
his side of the cab, also saw the child.

CHARGE AGAINST PIERCE; 
GROUND OF RESIS1V'ANCE 


H. Clay Pierce, multi-millionaire, chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., is under indictment in Travis County, 
Texas, on a charge of false swearing in making affidavit at Austin, 
May 30, 1900, that the Waters-Pierce Oi] -Co., then just reorganized, 
was not a pariy to any pool, trust or combination in restraint of trade. 
Pierce’s company had been ousted from Texas for violating the laws, 
and this oath was necessary for its readmission. 

Pierce is fighting extradition by attacking, in the Federal Court, the 
sufficiency of the indictment, contending that it charges “rio offepse, was 
made without any witnesses having appeared before the grand jury, 
and that Pierce’s constitutional rights would be violated,by taking him 
to Texas to stand trial. In effect his attorneys are endeavoring to have 
the Federal Court here determine whether the Texas indictment was prop- 
erly returned, instead of having the Texas Court, which can only finally 
dispose of it, exercise that function. 

The penalty for false swearing, under the Texas statutes, is two to 
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five years in the Penitentiary. 
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if it were not a fact that it was ne- 
cessary to show an offense had been 
committed. Barclay conceded that this 
Was necessary, and Judge Adams then 
replied that the questions involved were 
not wholly jurisdictional. 

Court adjourned at 12:30 until 2 p. 
m., When the arguments wére resumed. 
lf Judge Adams renders a decision with- 
out taking the case under advisement it 
will not be until late In the afternoon. 

Pierce Faultlessiy Attired, 

Pierce entered the court room at 9:55, 
accompanied by former Judge Henry S.

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AUTOISTS NOT LIKED 
IN NEW ATHENS. 


Order Issued Limits Them to Use 


of Two Streets. 

An embargo has been placed on 4au- 
tomobiles in New Athens, a small town 
12 miles southeast of Belleville. The 
Town Board has prohibited the use by 
autoists of all but two of the streets. 

Automobilists contemplating a drive 
through the hamlet will do well to 
study the route laid down by the Town 
Board in a recent public order. “The 
street from the depot to Dietrich Tiede- 
mann’s corner,’ may be used, says the 
order. A stranger, of course, would be 
compelled to ascertain the exact loca- 
tion of Dietrich’s corner. Finding it, he 
must “then run east past the public 
school house to William Darmstatter’s 
corner.” Again the driver would be 
forced to inquire for ‘Darmstatter’s 
corner.”’ 

If the proper place is found, the 
driver must then go northward “past 
the Methodist church" to where he will 
find a woman, that is, if one follows 
the letter of the order, which reads 
“past the Methodist church to Mrs. 
Ott.” If a woman was found the driver 
would be compelled to inquire her name 
to be sure he had struck the place to 
turn ‘‘west past the pub'’ic square to 
the depot street.” 

To escape from the town, however, Is 
an easy matter under the prohibitive 
order, for it says in conclusion: “How- 
ever, they are at liberty to use any 
street from this circuit when getting 
out of town.”’ 


STRIKERS PREVENT 
SHIPS FROM LANDING 


Situation in New York Affects the 
Whole Country. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—These are the 
salient facts of the great strike of 
‘longshoremen for better pay—Il2 trans- 
atlantic lines and about sixty coastwise 
and Sound companies are practically 
tied up. 

Twenty steamships are held in port 
and a dozen vessels are waiting down 
the bay, unable to reach their piers. 

The shipping interests have suffered 


an estimated loss of $3,500,000, 

About 1,000,000 tons of unmoved 
freight are congesting the piers of the 
entire water front. 

Business both in this city and through- 
out the country has suffered to the ex- 
tent of at least $2,000,000. 

About 30,000 longshoremen are i on 
strike, divided as follows: Manhattan, 
1),000; Brooklyn, 12,000; Hoboken, 6000: 
Staten Island, 2000. 

In six days the strikers have lost in 
wages, estimating that their average 
weekly earnings are $11. fully $360,000. 

The strikers were getting 30 cents an 
hour for day work and 45 cents an hour 
for night work. Thev demand 40 cents 
for day and ® cents for night work. 

The unions itn Manhattan have a atrike 
fund of $30,000, and claim to be able to 
keep up the fight all summer if neces- 
sary. 

While all the big companies have re- 
mained, eight of the smaller lines have 
compromised with their men on the 
basis of 35 cents an hour. 

Strike breakers are arriving in the 
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city from all parts of the country at the 
rate of 1000 a day. About 5000 have been 
distributed among the different piers. 
The Boatmens and Teamsters’ Unions 
are considering going out in sympathy.

BERLIN, May  11.—Baroness 

Eschlinger, young and romantic, 
courted by a student in the Unfversity 
of Luebingen, but before’ consenting 
to be his wife she exacted as a con- 
dition that he must fight a duel and 
Ret a scarred face.

_Among the students in the German 
Universities the duelling nuisance 
knows no bounds and is increasing at 
such a rate that alarm has begun to 
be felt by the university authorities 
xt =the difficulty of distinguishing 
between duels carried out . as_— sport 
and those in satisfaction of honor is 
very great. It is computed that in 
1906 more than 53000 duels were 
fought. Students only slightly wound- 
ed in the face take care to rub vine- 
Kar or some other irritant into the 
wound that the sear may retain a 
fine, bright red color. There is noth- 
ing the ordinary student is prouder 
of than these facial adornments. 

A number of German. aristocrats 
with Prince Lowenstein and Count 
Erbach at their head have resolved 
to begin a Systematic agitation 
against duelling among university 
students and in the army. They are 
promised the support of two of the 
most influential of the rulers of Ger- 
many, the King of Saxony and the 
Grand Duke of South Germany. 

Although recent edicts of HEmperor 
William have done much to stop 
duelling in the army, it is well known 
that the practice still flourishes and 
that the newspapers mention only a 
small proportion of the duels which 
actually are fought. The emporer's 
real opinion of duelling has often 
been discussed. Officially he is op- 
posed to it and more than once has 
issued a decree against it. but the 
impression prevails that in his heart 
he approves of it as a manly and 
knightly way of settling points of 
honor among soldiers, especially 
where the honor of an officer's wife 
or daughter ts concerned. With ¢ 
word the Emporer could stop the 
practice, but this word he has not yet 
uttered. The Empress is a stern op- 
ponent of duelling from the point of 
view of religion and her hatred of it 
is shared bx_every Catholic ruler in 
yermany.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 
Deneen late last night sent a special 
message to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature urging the necessity of immedi- 
@te steps towards the construction of a 
“deep waterway from the Great Lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico and asking that the 
two pending bills be passed before ad- 
journment. 

It is the general opinion that the ses- 

sion will be prolonged another week. in 

the House, extension of the session is 
strongly opposed, but the Senate looks 
favorably upon the proposition. 

The Governor's message in part is as 
follows: 

>» “The degree of benefit accruing to the 

mterior States from the opening of the 
“nama Canal! is largely dependent up- 
on the development of our internal 
Waterways. In this connection, it may 
be stated that the United States has 
been balked for generations in an at- 
tempt at a national waterways from 
the lakes to the Gulf: by the great cost 
of cutting through the Chicago divide. 
That barrier has been removed by the 
panitary district canal. 

“This district has expended $53,500,000 
fm a canal from Chicago to near Joliet. 
The district now asks permission from 
the general assembly to extend its chan- 
nel three miles further. If this permis- 
gion is granted, an expenditure of about 
$000,000 will be made and 40 miles of 
deep waterway will be available for the 
national government whenever it shall 
be ready to show its appreciation by 
carrying the waterway on to the Missis-

York Society and Business

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 
body supposed to be that of Philip 
Asquith of Roanoke, Va., who: died in 
Asheville some time ago, has — been 
identified as that of Sidney Lascel'es,

While 
thus financially embarrassed he con- 
ceived a plan for recuperating his for- 
tune similar to that followed by the 
notorious bogus Lord Douglas. Las- 

" LI] 
celles obtained an introduction to the 
American Ambassador at London un- 
der the name of Beresford, posing as a 
cousin of the English house of that 
name. He cultivated the American Am- 
bassador and soon gained his. confi- 
dence. To New York he soon went and 
was taken up by well known persons. 

Armed with letters from well known 
society people and business men, he 
went ta Rome, Ga., where he repre- 
sented himself as Lord Beresford, in 
search of realty investment. The firm 
of Hamilton & Co., then the wealthiest 
firm in Rome, tried to interest the bo- 
gus lord in a trade. ‘‘Lord Beresford’’ 
became very much interested in the 
meantime, doing the society stunt and 
paying much attention to a young so- 
ciety belle. 

Beresford had 
coat of arms on everything it could be 
placed. This coat of arms was on his 
private checkbook on the Bank of Eng- 
land. It hypnotized the otherwise hard- 
headed business firm of Hamilton & 
Co., which cashed a $2250 draft. Then 
Lord Beresford disappeared, having 
neglected to pay his hotel and other 
bills. It was then learned that Beres- 
ford had forgotten to return diamond 
rings and other tokens loaned. him wy 
society damsels. Beresford went from 
place to place, with sleuths close he- 
hind him. He married whenever a 
wife would be of any use to him in 
carrying out his schemes. He had at 
least six or eight wives and probably 
many more times that number.

The two spent the night 
at the Four Courts. Mrs. Humburg, 
her. self-imposed detective duty com- 
pleted to her satisfaction, returned to 
her home. Saturday she appeared at 
the Four Courts anu applied for a war- 
rant against her husband and his com- 
panion on a statutory charge. 

The warrants asked by Mrs. Humburg 
were issued Saturday by Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Falkenhainer. Albert 
Murray, brother of the complainant, 
Mrs. Amelia Brubaker and Charles L. 
Stradier of 3006A Olive street, a private 
detective, were named as. witnesses. 
Stradier had been employed by Mrs. 
Humburg to watch her husband before 
she took the case into her own hands. 

Made Her Husband Confess, 

Mrs. Humburg is a determined-look- 
ing woman of 27 years. She has black 
hair and brown eyes, which have a way 
of snapping when she speaks of her 
husband. She was dressed in black 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
at her home Saturday, but the black 
did not have the appearance of mourn- 

ing. Her face wore a satisfied expres- 
“ gién and her hat was trimmed in red 
roses. 

“Tt was about the first of February,”’ 

she said, reminiscently, ‘‘when I took a 
notion that Ernest was staying away 
at night too much. Some nights he 
would stay away altogether. Other 
times he would not come in till 2 or 3 
o'clock in the morning. Breakfast was 
the only meal that he ate at home, 
and sometimes not even that. 
, About a month ago I became con- 
vinced that he had appointed a meet- 
ing place with another woman..

Tears Her Petticoats Up to 
Make Baxdages for the 
Injured Ones. 


J. G. Hubbard of Wabash, Ind., 
in a critical condition from a skull frac- 
ture at the Granite City Hospital, as a 
result of the collision between a work 
train of the McKinley electric inter- 
urban system, hauled by an _ electric 
engine, and the Corn Belt Limited, 4 
Standing passenger car, three miles 
south of Edwardsville. Nine other per- 
sons were injured in the accident. 

Mrs. S. H. Lanham was the heroine 
of the wreck. After escaping from the 
car just before it was struck, by reason 
of her husband’s shout of warning, she 
returned, tore off strips of her petticoat 
and bound up the cuts of the others. 

The car that was struck is one of the 
fast limited ones in the service between 
Springfield -and St. Louis. It is sched- 
uled to leave Edwardsville at 1:50 Pp. 
m. and run without stop to Granite 
City. Friday the car left Edwardsville 
on schedule time. A few minutes after 
it had started the work train, also bound 
for Granite City, pulled out. 

Ten minutes after leaving Edwards- 
ville, at the foot of a long grade on a 
curve, the troiiey of the passenger Car 
slipped anu the car was brought to a 
st-ndstill. 

Ignorant of the approach of the on- 
coming work train the crew worked to 
replace the trolley pole. No flagman 
Was sent back to avert the disaster 
which overtook the car. While the 
thirty odd passengers in the car looked 
on impatiently, the crew—E. H. Jones, 
conductor, and Edward Creilly, the 
motorman, assisted by other electric 
trainmen worked with the trolley pdéle. 

Creiliy and Jones climbed to the roof 
of the car ants. H. Lanham, proprietor 
of the Leland Hotel of Edwardsville, 
left his wife !1 the car and sauntered 


up the track. The first warning of 
danger came frcm him. The crew on 
the roof and the passengers inside the 
car heard him cry out.. As they turned 
they were thrown into a panic. A quar- 
ter of a mile away, coming at full speed 
in a cloud of dust, they saw the work 
train.

Coucry, Postmaster at Benid, Ill., spine 
hurt and internal injuries; H. E. ‘Davis, 
Jacksonville, hip dislocated; J. Harry 
Wyatt, Staunton, Ill, artery left arm 
cut and fingers crushed; John Clapp, 
Jacksonville, scalp wounds and fingers 
crushed; T. M. Watkins, 5200 Virginia 
avenue, Louis, scalp wound and left 
arm cut. Motorman McCready of the 
-work train, who stayed at his post 
through the crash, escaped with a lacer- 
ated cheek. The two who jumped from 
the roof of the passenger car were not 
hurt. 

The run from the Staunton shops to 
the scene of the accident, according to 
schedule, is 47 minutes. The relief train 
which was sent made it in 26 minutes.

Judge Sale was indignant, but said 
nothing at the time. Sending a bailiff 
into the Court of Criminal Correction 
he had Clark brought back and the 
Wilkens trial went on. After the jury 
had retired Judge Sale called Clark to 
the bench. 

“Your conduct is unhearg of¢’ began 
the Court. ‘‘Not only once but twice 
have you delayed this Court and this 
morning you went so far as to leave the 
courtroom and go to the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction, an inferior court, I'll fine 
you $10 for yesterday’s delay and $20 for 
this morning’s delay.”’ 

“Your Honor has shown feeling 
ward me in almost every case I’ve 
engaged in in tis courtroom,” 
tested Clark. 

‘“‘Not at all,’’ 
“IT have no feeling personally. 
judges look alike to me. It 
conduct I’m opposed to.’’ 

Clark asked the Court to stay the 
execution of the fines until he could 
file a writ of supersedeas in the Court of 
Appeals.
